s. J. BURR. 

AN ACT for the rellef of S. J. Burr, secretary of Iowa territory. 

Be it enacted by tke Council, and House of Representatives of the Territory 
of Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Appropriates for payments made. That there be appropriated 
to the secretary of the territory, the sum of twelve hundred and seventeen 
dollars and thirty-seven and a half cents, for the purpose of making up the 
amount of the following bills, which have been paid as expenses of the year 
ending July 1st, 1844, viz: 

Wilson and Keesecker's bill for printing and binding the journals of the 
house of representatives of the session of 1843-44, five hundred and ninety­
three dollars and twenty-five cents; 

James G. Edward's bill for printing and binding journals of council of same 
session, four hundred and ninety-nine dollars, and twelve and a half cents; 

William Green's bill for binding laws of session 1843-44, two hundred 
dollars; 

William Windham's bill for work for the library during session of 1843-44, 
fifteen dollars; 

Peter Conboy's bill for services in l1Lrary during. session of 1843-44, ten 
dollars. 

SEC. 2. This act takes effect after passage. This act to take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage. 

Approved, May 14th, 1845.
